Artre-ntina's New Tariff Favomblo to llio 


United States Kxport Trade. 


A Bnenos Ayrcs correspondent of the 


New York Herald, gives interesting de- 
tails of tho new tariff of Argentina, 
which became a lawiu the latter part of 
February. 
Farm wagons pay a duty of 


10 per cent, a redaction of GO per cent; 
binding twine, 5 per cent, a reduction 
of GO per cent; 8e\ving innchinee, 5 per 
cent; plows and mowers, 5 per cent; 
binders, headers and thrashing nia- 
obines, free; wood pnlp, 2>£ per cent; 
locomotives, free; vegetables in tin or 
glass, 15 cents per kilo; coul and coke, 
freo. 
Tho whole tariff appear* to have 


been formed on n liberal revenue basis. 


It is seen from tho above items that 


the new tariff of Argentina is exceed- 
ingly favorable to the export trade of 
tho United States to that country. There 
has been no diplomatic bullying or 
wheedling pretense of reciprocity to se- 
cure this meiisure. 
The Argentina Re- 


public has passed this tariff bill suloly 
•with regard to its cnvii financial and in- 
dustrial interests. What McKinley rec- 
iprocity and threats of commercial war- 
fare such as was declared a^aiust Vene- 
zuela and Colombia by Harrison's :icl- 
mini.stratiou could not accomplish luis 
been brought about in Argentina by tho 
good example of the DOW tariff, of tliis 
country. The progressive Argentine Re- 
public conned the lesson of the Ameri- 
can tariff and has decidedly improved 
tipon it. 
When tho Argentinian con- 


gress snirl that free wool was good for 
the manufacturers and consumers of tho 
United States, it concluded thnt a like 
policy would be good for Argentina. 
Thus tho silent influence of tho now tar- 
iff of this country bas done more in a 
few months to bring aronnd this South 
American republic to a liberal policy of 
trado than P.iu-Ataei'icaii congresses and 
ehnrn reciprocity have gained in five 
years. 


Tho new tariffs of the United States 


and Argentina afford the best kind of 
reciprocity. 
Each government iri con- 


I suiting its own best interests in trado 


by removing legislative obstacles pro- 
motes tho interests of both. This liberal 
policy, which neither begs nor bullies 
for "tips1' irj commerce, alone promises 
to be enduring. 
Siacrj manufacturers 


and merchants of this country as still 
hanker after tlis clumsy Mc-Kinley tariff 
reciprocity, with its retaliation attach- 
ment, should learn something Viy this 
lesson from Argentina. It may be safely 
predicted that before long Colombia, 
Venezuela and other states of Sonth 
America that cWlil not be bullied or 
coaxed into reducing their tariff re- 
straints upon the export trade of this 
country will voluntarily follow tho lib- 
eral example settuom by a sister repub- 
lic.—Philadelphia Record.
